AND SUPPORTING PERSONNEL. TOTAL ESTIMATED 45-50. ANY 
NECESSARY INQUIRIES TO HOS GOVERNMENTS OR OTHERS SHOULD BE 
TENTATIVE IN FORM AND VISIT IS NOT FOR PRESS COMMENT UNTIL 
ANNOUNCED WASHINGTON.
